The Fourth of July,

The day we colebrate, The birth-day
of Ameriean Independence, The anni-
vorsnry of the day—one hundred and six
yearn ago—on  which the immeortal
Declarntion wos signed by the brave
rebels of the Revolution. The day which
tests overy man's love of country, and
brings to mind noble men whose moemo-
ries are revored Ly all, dnd eoncerning
whose noble depds there is no division of
opinion. It is a end reflection that party
spirit and a misconception of rights aml
itiferests on the one eide, and of inten-
tiotis on the other, made us for some
years two distinet and hostile peoples,
anid finudly brought on the terrible phy-
sleal  conflict, from the prostration
and excitement of which we ara not
yet recoversd, The Ind born in 1852
was but nine years ol when the rebel-
Hon bogan. Thos overy man of thirty
and under has grown up with n sense of
hostility toward Awmericang of the sees
tion opposed to him, rmther than toward
the hinrsh rule of the mother country
from which the eolonies liberated them-
selves,  The Fourlh of July was, until
coldness and enmity grew up between
the scetions, the one day of the year
when the sentiments of patriotism were
active, and when men and hovs drank
in the eloquence of patriotie oratory.
Oureonntry has survived the civil war,
and the smiling fields of the South are
tokens that the ]m'n-uﬂm of repair is rapidly
woing on. At the North the passion
of patriotism s nolongerdirected ngainst
domuestic violenee, hut 8 resoming its
devation to all that is American.

The ficrce® hatrod between North and
South has been & notional disease, Let
us hope it is being rapidly eradieated.
There is now no element’in the country
which wonld disgolve the Union. There
is no Bonthern hostility to the national
authority, There is] no Norlhern hos-
tility to any Southern interest, The
fuilure of the Southern eause involved
changes whivh have changed parties.
The old leaders of opinionin that seetion
lost their following, hut refused to sur-
render the lead in the political party to
which they belonged. Reduced to a
minority, they relused to submit to the
loss of power, and hinve found means for re-
sisting the majority by adeninl of political
vights throngh unlawfal wethods, This
uuwillingness of the minority to submit
to nmjority rule leads to systematic but
not avowed resistance to the Fodpral
Constitution and Jaws, It is being over-
come by the unwillingness of men to
adhero to o party which can only hope
for success throngh viclent suppression
of voles, or froudulent count of those
east.  With the impending destruction
of the go-called Domocratic party of the
Heuth, there will e nothing left of the
destructive forees which have mennced
the government for half a contury,

But with slavery and the slavery rebel-
lion, and the Democratic party, which is
bt the debiris of both, all ont of the way,
wi shall then have but commenced the
grent work of establishing Liberty., The
struggle between Freedom and Slavery
hns not had the effect to make the par-
tigans of Freedom over-gentle or tolerant,
The suppression of the rebollion of the
Disunionists by the Unionists has not
made all of the latter fully to realize the
Dlessings of Union, There is great
need among all the people whoo discuss
publie aflnirs to beget o temporance
not now very comimon.  Weall need to
learn thut eivil Liberty is soon’choked up
und destroyed by bigotry and  intoler-
ance.  Froedom of action and of spoech
should not subject any man to that grogs-
est of all tyrannies—a public howl. No
man is obliged to co-operate with any
political party. e may be Independent.
But this gives him no right to be intoler-
ant of those why do choose to affilinte
with parties,  Indeed, un Independent
party is political, and genernlly ns eager
for power 08 any. A man may be a
Sregulueorn f bolter™ without heing o
mlefuctor,  And so it s in matlers of
religion, The orthodox Christians and
the atlicists nre equally  exercising their
proper religions freedom when they re-
fuse o subiit to any control converning
religious matters.  The great duty of pa-
triotie citizens 18 to endeavor Lo promole
the welfure of the country by measures
and policies impressed upon the majority
by decentand fuiradvocacy, Lot us have
done with sereaming nnd  bull-dozing,
whivh are wenk, and allow an ocessional

valm, whoen toleration and reason shall
bring  composure and  strength,  The

Fourth of July is a good day on which to
realize that real Liberty disdains coercion
for others which it will not tolerate for
itsell,  Wemenn that Liberty, restrained
by law, which asks only for so much
Freedom as is compatible with order and
sifety in sociely.
